The British Elections. 


Last Saturday was nomination day for 
the British elections. It was expected that 
at the final moment Mr. Lloyd George 
would throw his reserves of some 150 
candidates into the fray; but he seems 
to have decided on second thoughts 
that to “spread the war” would. result 
not in an improvement, but rather in 
a worsening of his chances ut the elec- 
tion. When Saturday arrived only a 
handful of additional candidates was 
nominated. Altogether some 1,300 candi- 
dates are in the field. Fifty-six, of whom 
thirty are Conservatives, were returned 
unopposed, and 559 seats remain to be 
won and lost. The Conservatives. have, 
roughly, 440 men in the field. Mr. Lloyd 
George's party has only 180, There are 
410 Labour candidates, one Nationalist, 
Mr. Joseph Devlin (Mr. T. P. O'Connor 
was.returned unopposed), and a sprinkling 
of independents of various political shades. 
The Independent Liberals, however, nomi- 
nated a surprisingly large number of 
candidates. -Altogether some 325 “Wee 


polls, and they include some very well 
attempt to forecast the result of this 
election, which is being contested by a 
record number of candidates, would be 
tutile. The general opinion is that the 
Conservatives will be sent back to power 
with a small majority, and that Labour 
will receive another wholesome snub from 
the electorate; but speculation is 
dangerous, and the Independent Liberals 
may surprise everybody. 

Nearly al] the important leaders made 
speeches on Saturday, but none of them 
brought the problem of policy much nearer 
to solution. At Leeds the Prime Minister 
addressed an. enthusiastic audience of 
Yorkshire Conservatives, He has. gauged 
the feelings of the mass oí the people very 
accurately, and intends. to stick to his 
„negative policy of “tranquillity”’ until 
after the elections. Then, no doubt, he 
will elaborate his scheme for setting tho 
nation’s house in order. Mr. Lioyd 
George spoke in London and made another 
attempt. to glorify the idea of coalition. 
He gave no hint of his intentions if the 
turn of fortune’s wheel at the polls 
should put him in a position in whieh he 
could hold the balance between the 
Conservatives and the Labour Party. 
The advocates of Liberal reunion will 
scan his words in vain for a suggestion 
that he would be prepared, in certain 
circumstances, to throw in his lot again 
with his old chief, Mr. Asquith. Viscount 
Grey, at Manchester, made a strong appe:! 
for this reunion; but, like the Turk, 
neither Mr. Lloyd George nor Mr. Asquith 
is inclined at present to bear a brother 
near his throne, and the only hope of 
Liberal reunion seems to lie in the trans- 
lation of the latter to the House of Lords. 
Rarely in the history of British politics 
has there been an election with fewer real 
issues. Reduced to its simplest terms, the 
decisive. question for the people will be: 
“Are you for or against Mr. Lloyd 
George?! The personal note is pre- 
dominant. 

Ireland has no direct concern with 
a political change which marks a turn- 
ing point in British history. The Treaty 
is secure. At Leeds Mr. Bonar Law 
made that point clear beyond a shade 
of doubt. He laid particular stress on 
the fact that his good-will towards the 
men who ate trying to restore stable con- 
ditions 10 Ireland is sincere. Ireland's 
interest, however, demands that Britain 
shall have a strong and efficient Govern- 
ment. Although she is now, to all intents 
and purposes, an independent political 
entity, the economic links that bind her to 
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Roosevelt. 
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should appear in 
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Looking Forward. 


Many writers before Bellamy and Wells 
have tried to pre-construct the cities and 
homes of a century or five centuries hence ;

is a fusion of the 
Republicans—the party of “big business 
and the trusts—and the Progressives. The 
latter might be described as enlightened 
conservatives, believing in the old Re 
publican principles, but demanding their 
application for the benefit of the people 
as a whole, and not for the benefit of 
certain privileged classes. The Progressive 
Party came into active being in 1912, when 
it, took something like three-quarters of the 
Republican vote from President Taft and 
it to . President 
splitting of the Republican vote admitted 
President Wilson, and in 1916 a sort of 
Coalition was arranged between the two 
parties for the purpose of reversing the 
situation. The Coalition, however, dis- 
pleased a great many Western Pro- 
gressives, who promptly voted for Mr. 
Wilson, thus securing his second term of 
office. Post-war conditions in the United 
States and a general mistrust of Mr. 
Wilson’s League of Nations policy resulted 
in a real Republican-Progressive Coalition 
in 1920, which routed the Democrats. Now 
America is settling down to norma] con- 
ditions, and the cleavage of interests and 
opinions: between Republicans and Pro- 
gressives is,beginning to assert itself. For 
the moment “big business” is in the 
There may be a job for every- 
body, as President Harding's supporters 
boast; but wages are falling, prices are 
stationary and, with the Fordney Tariff in 
full swing, they are bound to rise. Senator 
Borah prophesies the coming of a victorious 
“People’s Party in 1924. It will be the 
Progressiyes under another name; but 
their victory will not divide the American 
voters, as some correspondents seem to 
think, into the two natural groups of 
American political 
issues turn not on ideals, but on ‘needs. 
The People’s Party will insist. that the 
Government's aim and practical efforts 
must be to secure the greatest good of the 
greatest number. The Republican Party 
will remain the party of the vested 
interests. Only when this party has dis- 
appeared permanentiy can the Liberal 
Conservative cleavage appear truly in 
American politics.

These regulations, no doubt, 
will be applied in the near future to cattle 
imports from South Africa and other parts 
of the Empire; for the London Conference 
endorsed the view that legislation on the 
subject could not be limited to Canada.

They are confronted with assured 
and formidable competition in a rich 
market where hitherto they have enjoyed 
a virtual monopoly, and the conditions of 
the new rivalry are now revealed. The 
crisis demands the best thought of our two 
Governments, of the leaders of the cattle

economists ; for it affects every aspect of 
national organisation. For instance, there 
is a vital connection between the future 
of the cattle industry and the future 
management of the railways. 
ability to compete with the Dominions in 
the English markets will resolve itself 
largely into a question of railway and

On Wednesday, 15th Sep- 
tember, 919, says the annalist, Sitric, the Danish 
King, defeated a combination of Irish chiefs an‘ 
their followers at Kilmashogue Mountain, near 
Ruthfarnham. As the result of this battle, the 
Danes established themselves firmly in Dublin, 
which, for some timo. afterwards, became almost 
a Danish city, so far at least as ite Government 
and pub customs were concerned. 

The Danes, in their uatural state, appear to 
have been bloodthirsty savages enough, but 
were capable. of a better, or, at amy rate, of a 
different ner of life. Like many other wild 
men before and since, when they did at last 


settle down, they grew into quite exemplary 
citizens. y me more or less ular 
chureh-goers, and even church-builders. They 


built up a considerable import and export trade 
they went in for town planning, and are sa 
to have improved the domestic architecture of 
the city—probably not.a very dificult feat in 
those days. In municipal affairs they naturally 
introduced Danish customs and methods of 
procedure, 
It is here that we come into direct touch with 
the “ Green,” which, in the familiar name of 
“College,” is still with us. , In every Scandi- 
bavian community there was a central meeting 
place, geberally a hill, to which the whok 
adult population gathered once a year. Here 
laws were made and proclaimed, trials were 
held, bargains were made, and all sorts of busi- 
ness, both private and public, was transacted.. 
A survival of the custom may be seen in the 
quaint ceremonies of the Tynwald in the Isle 
of Man tó-day. ' 
Well; in Danish Dublin the meeting place, or 
Thingmote, was near the site of St, Andrew's 
Church, and was known as “H s Green,” 
Hogges from Hoga, a bill, which then stood 
there, and “ green,” the 6 space where the

But the courage of the candidates or of 
their leader seems to have evaporated ' 
the course of the morning; for, out of tho 
eleven, only one came up to scratch. This 
was Mr. A. Clavering at Hampstead. His 
mame deserves to be recorded as that of 
the one Lloyd George “ die-hard.’’ But the 
only effect of his candidature is likely to 
be to detach a few Liberal votes from the 
“Wee Frees’’ champion and so to in- 
crease Mr. G. Balfour's majority. 

One is beginning to think that Mr. 
Lloyd George is not quite the electioneer- 
ing strategist that he was reported to be. It 
is true, of course, that his entire plan of 
campaign was upset by the fall of the 
Coalition Government. He had expected 
that he would fight this election, as he 
did the last, as the acknowledged geners!- 
issimo of an Allied host, in which his per- 
sonal following would have the unquestion- 
ing support of the Conservative Party. 
When his anticipations were upset at the 
Carlton Club he had no alternative to fall 
back upon, 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S MISTAKE.

Part of one of the lines of hose was 
burned, and one of the metal pipes actually 
melted. 

All the efforts to save the building were un-

the Brigade the building was completely 
destroyed. 

Some ammunilion had evidently been left 
ing about the premises, possibly by a recent 
wecilitary guard, as loud explosions were fre- 
ajuently heard. 

Ons resident in the locality, who watched the 
biaze from his bedroom window, was awakened 
from slecp by intermittent explosions and the 
crackling of the flames. On going to the win- 
now he found that the Square was well 
tuminated, and the heat almost oppressive.” 

The low wooden paling which enclosed the 
building itself was charred. 

The raiders took every care to carry out their 
work without attratcing attention. In wer 
Dominick street the young man, who ordered 
the watchmen and officials to walk straight in 
the direction of the Broadstone station, 
warned them that they must not look back.

In times of national danger the. tendency 
has often been for parties to join in support of 
the responsible Government, and thus to place 
in the hands of Ministers practically absolute 
power until tho danger should be past.

We believe 
that, if the issue is made quite clear, there can 
be no doubt of the result, The return to 
power of a predominant party—which in present 
circumstarices can only be the Unionist or Con- 
servative Party—wa and criticised by an 

Position strong enough to make its weight 
felt, and to supply an alternative Government 
at a future election, should the predominant 

rty mismanage public affairs, would, we 
ieve, now be in the highest interests, as it 
would be in accordance with the traditions of 
the country. 

We agree entirely with Lord Grey of Fallodon 
that foreign affairs should be, as far as possible, 
kept outside and above party. We agree with 
him, too, that a conference with the. self- 
governmg Dommions would be valuable upon 
the foreign, as upon the economic, policy of 
the Empire But important as are the problems 
of administrative economy, of unemployment— 
upon which we print to-day an interesting letter 
from the Minister of Labour—and of housing, 
we bold that they are all transcended by the 
necessity of securing a stable, homogeneous 
Goverment. Ouly thus can the country re- 
cover from uncertainty at home, and hope to 
regain abroad the confidence which the late 
Coalition Government dissipated.

A WHISKEY FLEET.

VEXATION OF PROHIBITION 


AUTHORITIES, 


The Times New York Correspondent states in 
a m e telegraphed yesterday: — The prohibi- 
tion authorities are r in the Press 
to-day sensational accounts of the presence of a 
fleet of over a hundred vessels, laden with 
whiskey, off the New Jersey coast, just outside 
the three-mile limit; Deep vexation ie expressed 
at the fact that the Fan ruling preventing in- 
terference with the liquor on ships outside terri- 
torial ‘waters cripples the efforts of prohibition 
officials in their war against smuggling. This 
Whiskey fleet, reported off the coast, which is 
described as mocking the agents of American 
laws, is said to be under the skilful direction 
of a well-protected international organisation of 
boot-leggers, who keep in touch with the 
skip y various means, and manage to land 
whiskey supplies in small boats at unguarded 
points om the coast. 

The vessels are all supposed to have clearance 
23 from the Bahamas for St. Pierre 
Miquelon, or for Tampico; Mexico. One of them 
sighted yesterday by the Revenue cutter, Kicka- 
poo, is +. buy to have aboard over £100,000 
worth of liquor. The object of the smugglers 
is to satisfy betimes the nation’s forbidden 
Christmas thirst. The authorities are mobilis- 
ing in New York and at Atlantic City and other 
laces on the seaboard hundreds of small craft, 
in the hope of intercepting the smugglers be- 
fore they reach land.

The Crown Prince arrived first in an open car, 
wearing his well-known red cap still at a 
juvenile angle, them he returned wearing his 
gala uniform of the Black Hussars. 

Princess Henrietta, now the Kaiser’s adopted 
daughter, scrambled into and out of an auto- 
mobile under the care of a nurse, and her 
aunt, Princess Stolberg Rossla, sister of the 
bride, cloaked in a bright red velvet cape and 
wearing a pink gown. 

Servant maids, after the Dutch fashion, 
bicycling on a last minute errand through the 
Imperial estates; valets solemnly marching up 
and down; detectives disguised as workmen 
sauntering through the park; the ex-Kaiser’s 
own cow calmly feeding in the meadow; dogs 
starting a wild fight, kept the attention of the 
audience — until the final moment, when 
the ex-Kaiser’s car, with drawn curtains, re- 
turned to the main building of Schloss Doorn 
dfter the signing of the contracts. 

The bridal car was followed by other cars, 
with the chief guests, including Prince Fuersten- 
berg, Admiral Rabeur Pl wits, and a big 
gathering of notables from Holland, and 
especially from the Doorn district. 

These latter indicate that the Kaiser is pre 
paring to take up assiduously friendly relations 
with his neighbours, 


THE LUNCHEON, 

Herr Van Houten, Captain of the Dutch 
Guards, which have protected the Kaiser dur ng 
the past year at Doorn, who was amoung the 
guests this evening, invited the newspaper 
correspondents to one of the maim hotels in 
the little village, to tell them what the Kaiser 
thought fit for publication concerning the 
marriage ceremony and to allow them to 
glance at the menu of the bridal luncheon. 

The menu was printed in typewritten letters 
on cards engraved with a view of Castle. vorn. 
It was written in German Gothic script. There 
was nothing on the menu but:—

The family succeeded in preventing the ex-

speech-making. 

He merely thanked Prince Henry, who pro- 
posed the short toast welcoming the bride into 
the Hohenzollern family. 

A speech of political importance, for which 


the German politicians have been watching 
eagerly, was not made to-day. 
Presents from Germany were scarce. Tlie 


German National Party, which at first hougut 
it could never forgive the ex-Kaiser forgetung 
the first Kaiserin, but finally made peace with 
him, sent a big flower basket. 

The wedding was celebrated with all the glory 
and pomp of bygone days the ex-Kaiser could 
muster. 

In a miniature Court, all guests conformed 
with the usual Royal ceremonies, obeying the 
regulations issued by the ex-Kaiser. The fallen 
Monarch personally supervised the programme, 
which was handed to each guest. 

CIVIL CHREMONY. 

The preliminary civil ceremony was performed 
at noon, in a lodge on the Kaiser's estate 
hung with Gobelins tapestries, and a huge 
portrait of William himself, in the georgeous 
uniform of a General of the Hussars, and 
numerous battle scenes, 

The religious ceremony, which followed an 
hour later in the chateau itself, was in a setting 
which hardly could have been exceeded in regal 
splendour of the pamy days of the 
Hohenzollerns. 

The great hall was transformed into a ceoro- 
nation room. Two massive thrones, dra 
with heavy red stuffs, and flanked by huge gold 
candlesticks, had been erected, snd a large 
picture of the ex-Emperor gazed down upon tho 
wedding party, and there were more battle 
scenes. 

In a white marble vestibule leading to the 
coronation room was hung a superb Japanese 
tapestry, the gift of the Emperor ot Japan, 
tong before the war. 

The first hymn of the religious service was: 
Jesus, lead the way upon our path of life, 
Close we follow Thee through bitter strife; 
Guide us by Thy hand 
To God's Fatherland. 

THE GREATEST OF LOVE. 

Dr. Vogel, from Potsdam, addressed the 
gathering, grouped in the hall of Doorn Castle, 
with the guests sitting in five rows of chairs 
behind the bride and bridegroom. A big cur- 
tain was drawn behind the clergyman, biting 
the servants, who were thus able to listen te 
his words:—“ Faith, hope, love—these three. 
but the greatest of these is love. A beautiful 
important day has arrived—a wonderful hour in 
which Your Majesty and you noblest Princess 
join hands for life’s union journey. In this 
sacred hour your high-born Royal hearts mus“ 
surely receive deep comfort and happiness from 
the inspiring words of the text—‘ Faith, hope, 
and love.’
